Hooley & Co. were especially prominent 
brokers In the days of the Ro.swell Flower 
l»ll campaign.

Moines & Fort Dodge securities.* In ex­ 
change circles the sii.spcnsion caused lit­ 
tle surpri.se. 
In fact the announcement 
had been discounted. 


The Hooley failure was regarded as an 
inevitable .sequel to that of W. L. Stowe 
& Co., ' W h i c h came last Frhlay. 
The 
failure of “Wm, Bas.sett of Boston, was 
wholly unlmiKirtant—one 
of tho 
day’s 
incident.s. 
The assignee of Hooley & 
Co. would make no statem ent for i>ubliea- 
tlon and It was impo.s.sible to learn the ex­ 
tent of. obligations, 
in conservative cir­ 
cles the firm’s liabilities" are placed at 
about $3,000,000. 
It is known Hooley & 
Co. had offers of help from high quarters 
but deemed It advisable to decline. 


The firm of Hooley & Co. was organ­ 
ized.in June, 1902, and consists of Edwin 
S. Hooley. Frank E. Brumley and Nor­ 
bert HInchehielr. 
They acquired control 
of the Evan.sville & Terre H aute -two 
years ago. Hooley and W. L. Stowe were 
dominent figures in the Des Moines & 
Fort Dodge, lea.sed to the Rock Island 
road in 1887 for eighteen years. 


About noon announcement was made of 
failure of Ba.s$ett & Co., members oT the 
Boston and New York stock exchanges.

turns from the Ohio and Mississippi val­ 
leys are monotohous in their showing: of 
less wheat per aére than was expected 
even when the harvesters were in thé 
fields; In. an experience of mpce than 
twenty yean^ so marked a failure of a 
crop • to _ reach reasonable expectations 
based on Iti^ appearance when cut has 
never before bene met with. It Is appa-. 
rent that, in spite of an increase of more 
than 5,000.009 acres in area harvested, 
the winter wheat’ crop will be little If 
any larger than'last year. 
^ During the week the spring wheat crop 
has not more than held its own. If that, 
Bilnfall has .bene badly distributed, hea­ 
vy In the southern part of the district 
and light or entirely wanting in the north. 
Some damage occurred to the crop In each 
district from these opposite extremes.' 
During the early part of the perlod under 
review the weather was cool, modifying 
the effect of deficient moisture and fur­ 
nishing good conditions for the filling of 
he^ds. The week closes, howèver,, with 
much higher températures i>revalllng, and 
with some Indications that the hot wave 
in the southwest was spreading into the 
spring wheat district. 
A day or two 
just now, with temperature around 100

Knowing this 
cliaractiM’istic of tJic Past Oak, the 
writer lias urjhI it in several breeding 
combinations, ¡ind lias vines on his 
place (Norfolk county, Mass.) t*omposcid 
largely of tliis species growing on a 
rocky knoll whore there is but little 
soil. Tlicy have endured this season’s 
drouglit w'ithout suttering in the least. 
The (luality of the pure I‘ast Oak is 
not good enough for u table grape, but 
when combined with some of our 
northern varieties it gives a grape su­ 
perior to cither i>arent, of better ¿lual­ 
ity, more vigorous and hardy and bet­ 
ter adapted to our climate, wiiere we 
are ahuost sure to have a severe hot, 
drj^ siicli during some portion op the 
season. . By the use of such vin^s a 
new industry might be estnblisluMl in 
New Bnglaiid, that of unfermented 
gnipe juice, which I think for the fu­ 
ture w'oiild bo more protitable than 
growing apples.

The man 
who does not care for appearance has 
no excuse for not using paint, for it 
piiys for itself as a prt^ervsitive.

sorbs water very easily, and w'hen tint 
hot sun draws this water out very much 
of the pitch is takcti out with it. The 
Ininber then siirinks and leaves great 
cnicks and sometimes Avaips badly. A 
good c*oat of paint excludes this mois* 
ture. Tho oil keeps it froiu penetrat­ 
ing* as it otherwjso^ would, con.sequent- 
ly doing aw'ay with very much of the 
shrinking, wari)ing and rotting.

neetl is «omething to attract farmers 
to the city, a cfarnivaJ or a grain or 
stoèk exhibit. Aj».yoite of these could 
be made a succès if -»iroperly man­ 
aged. Jacksonville business men may 
yet take some action with regard 
to the the matter in, order to keep 
people from the habit of thiidiing 
they must visit some other city in 
order to lie entertained.

The Wabash excursion to Keokuk 
and Fort Madison Sunday'was one o 
the largest ever run through this city. 
Almost 500 people went from this 
city alone, and these with large num­ 
bers from Decatur, Springfield anc 
other iK>ints on the line aggregate« 
nearly 2,500 i»eople.« 


The train was in two sections, the 
first of which Jeft here at 9 :30 with 
thirteen coaches, including the four 
set out for the Jacksonville coritin 
gent. This train ran from Meredosia 
to Keokuk without stops, exceot for 
order.*?. It arrived at Keokuir aboiit 
1:30, and there waited for the seconc 
.»lection, also consisting^ of thirteen 
coaches, whidi arrived about 20 min 
utes later. Both trains were loadec 
to the guards. The steamer J. S. left 
Keokuk about 2 
o’clock, 
carrying 
about 1,000 people more 
than 
she 
cpuld comfortably accommodate. The 
pas.%ngers made themselves as com 
fortable as po^ible under the cir 
eumstapices. 


After an hour’s stop at Fort Madi 
son the boat returned to Keokuk, ar­ 
riving theie about 12 o’clock. Much 
discomfort was experienced on the 
trip both ways owing to tlie sca^pity 
of fooil and drink. Durii^ the stop 
at Fort Madison a raid was made on 
a small i?rocery, the hunger of the 
exxcursionists 
being 
so 
ravenous 
that cans of corn were broken open 
aiid the contents devoured in their 
unpreparciil state. 


The first section arrived here a 
5:45 Monday morning, the secont 
coming about 30 minutes later. 


It was rumored that a girl was 
struck by the train and kjlled at. a 
station near Keokuk, and that an 
infant was smothered to death in the 
crowd disembarking from the steam­ 
er; Neither rumor, however, has been 
verified.

• The large number of excursions 
that are run out of Jacksonville»-dur­ 
ing, the summer months 
and 
the 
paucity '.of ^the number run from 
neighboring placcs to this city has 
been the subjcct of considerable c6m- 
ment recently among merchants and 
business men. A number of business 
men were de.scussing 
this 
subjcct 
Monday morning and all were of the 
opinion that the matter had reache«| 
a stage when it should receive more 
than 
passive 
consideration. 
The 
strong tendency to take people from 
Jacksonville while there is no ef­ 
fort being made to bring people to 
Jacksonville, in the long run, is bounc 
to be felt in business 'circles. 
It 
is not only, however, from a mer­ 
cenary standpoint that this subject 
shbuld receive attention, but wo owe 
it to ourstilves as citizens to have in 
our midst an attractive park where 
the people oF tlie town can gather in 
the evening after the day’s toil, anc 
also an inviting and attractive spot, 
to which visitors can be directed. 


Jacksonville could be made a first 
class excui^ion town if th e proper 
amount of energy and effort w ere 
put forth. The citizens have a repu­ 
tation for getting things they go af­ 
ter. 
This fact has been noticeably 
true in the number of conventions 
which 
have 
been secured for this 
citv since 1900, when th e S tate G. A. 
R. gathering was secured.after sharp 
foinnetition with Peoria. 


In the early spring and fall, the 
best seasons in the year for excur­ 
sions, through our state and other 
educational institutions, we have at­ 
tractions that are unusual and al­ 
ways prove of interest to the visitor. 
Impromptu pro»»'rams are arrangetl on 
the shortest notice that 
give 
the 
stranger a clear idea of the methods 
employed in educating the blind and 
deaf and dumb and the work shqps 
at these various institutions are al­ 
ways visited with interest. 


One of the prominent educators of 
the city read a paper a few years 
ago before one of the clubs, iettini 
forth an idea for the commencement 
season of the year. 
He suggested 
that the various instiutions arrange 
for a nrof»ram extending over a period 
to Ixi determined by a committee and 
that for this perioil a program, musi­ 
cal and literary with speakep and 
musicians of national prominence 
amon«T^ the number those, who under 
ordinary conditions, would be invited 
to be here during the commencement 
season, be secui^ and^ during this 
time special invitations should 
sent to surrounding towns and in 
fact to several parts of the state an­ 
nouncing the program and advertis­ 
ing the occasion. 
Such a proj^am 
would mean much to the educational 
institutions of the city and the effect 
in» business circles,- although indirect, 
would be large. 


None of these suggestions,* how­ 
ever, are practicable unless Jackson­ 
ville has a public park. A park is. not 
an expensive luxury, as a goocl many 
])cople imagine, but rather a con­ 
venient meeting place for all the peo­ 
ple and admirably adapted to the pur­ 
poses of public celebrations of any 
and all descriptioBB. 
Several places 
lave been suggested as to location, 
mt this is a matter that is com­ 
paratively eaay of solution after ^ the 
citizens have made up their minds 
thAt they want a park.
